shore. They will build anew in health for th« 
days to come. 


And it is good news, indeed, to hear of the 


Summer play schools to be opened in New York 
City, and in other cities, for the Summer months. 
In New York alone there are twenty-one of 
them. Already 2,000 children are enrolled, and 
this means 2,000 children kept off the city streets. 
They are in school work made attractive by ex- 
perienced teachers, using the most modern and 
approved methods. 


In the Winter time the parents of these 


children will meet in study groups along the line 
of child training.

And it is good news, indeed, to hear of the 
Summer p lay schools to be op ened in New York 
City , and in other cities, for the Summer month.s. 
In New York alone there are twenty -one of 
them. 
Already 2,000 children are enrolled, and 
this means 2,000 children kep t off the city streets. 
They are in school wmrk made attractive by ex­ 
p erienced teachers, using the most modem and 
ap p roved methods. 
In the Winter time the p arents of these 
children w’ill meet in study group s along the line 
of child training. 
Can any thing be more bene­ 
ficial and p ractical? 
In our future educational p rogrammes for 
p ublic gootl we must consider the matter of p er­ 
sonal hy giene. 
We must begin with the very 
y oung child to build up sound bodies and clear brains.

Diet is of great imp ortance for sound health. 
No one doubts the 
value of fresh air and cleanliness as factors in skin hy giene, the 
im­ 
p ortance of building up resistance to re.sp iratory infections, the value 
of exercise and p lay , the ben efits't-

of sleep and rest and the effects of 
the right stimulus on the mental 
state. 
All of these are imp ortant 
matters which should givem the 
fir t few y ears of a child’s life. 
In the m.atter of diet, nothlnR is 
bi tter In p rom oting good health In a 
rh id th.an p lenty of milk, fruits and 
frrsh 
vegetables.

p rovides, in the hot Sum m er months, 
milk stations w here needy rhildren 
m ay have free milk. 
A child should 
have milk, or crackers and milk, in 
the middle of the m orning and of the 
afternoon, with a short rest follow- 
In'i. 
The school child sp ends m uch of 
h!,-- waking day under strict sehool 
n i l 's of study that for him are diffl- 
colt tasks. He must undertake home 
w ork in his studies. In consequence, 
h« 
IS dep rived of the freedom 
in 
p '.av and the fresh air th at he en- 
joved in his p re-school day s, 
I'ndernourished and underw eight 
rhildren need more rest than they do 
strenuous 
exercise. 
Over • fatigue 
p oist be guarded against. 
Such chil­ 
dren ought to have p lenty of sleep . 
T he chlhl should be made to lie down 
on a bed or cot. in the fresh air if 
p ossible, and where it Is quiet. This 
p ap should be taken daily . 
The chronic fatigue of 
a school 


child m ay be due to lack of sleep or 
faulty food. This over-fatigue causes 
toxic p oisons In the sy stem which 
ran be overcome only by comp let« 
relaxation.
